Dear Diary, December 23, 1950. 


What a jolly prospect for Christmas; It’s really going to be hard to be faithful to you for the next 
week. I arrived in Savannah this afternoon to spend the holidays, ten years after my high school graduation. 
I am staying in a hotel to be entirely independent of everyone. I came prepared to find anything, and I’m 
really finding it. 

First, my cab, driven by Charlie Chappas, was stopped by some elaborate procession up town; and 
I, intending not to miss anything, saw a line of open cars adorned by flags and bright paper in the first of 
which was the Honorable Lindsey P. Henderson, Jr., mayor, waving his hat and nodding affably to every- 
one. By his side was Ernest Tiedeman, Governor. A band, led by Alfred Conway and striking a lively tune 
followed. Humph! Not a bad start. So—on to the hotel, where Austin Wade was desk clerk. At last in 
my room—a bath—a nap—but, alas, my refreshing slumber was rudely interrupted by a nearby soprano 
voice leaping nimbly from one ungodly high note to another. ‘‘At any time but this,’ I groaned and 
rushed over to the door of my offensive neighbor. I knocked firmly, and the door was promptly opened 
by my very good old friend at high school, Helen Kibler. A timid confession and delightful reunion. 
She sings in New York and is visiting here, too. My nap really being necessary, we parted soon after 
making plans for an evening together. 


We met at six for dinner, took the elevator downstairs, strolled through the lobby, and encountered a 
congenial group of old friends chatting away after a journalistic meeting. Anne Harms is the first woman 
editor of the Morning News, Ruth Schur is the society editor, and Bill Sharp writes mystery stories. Oh, yes, 
Vera Bennett writes sob stories. Elinor Rees edits a church bulletin for the southeastern states. 


Tearing ourselves away, we barged into the dining room. At the next table were Julia Storer, 
Marguerite Gillespie, and Lucy Dodd, all of whom beamed brightly upon us and beckoned us to their table. 
Julia teaches English at Podunk University and has become very outstanding in summer tennis tournaments. 
The other two have joined the forces of their creative genius in designing clothes. They shared with us some 
spicy bits of news about Dot Newton and her quaint little Dutch Tea Room, Kitty Maner’s elopement (she’s 
believed to be in Italy), Utevia Parrish teaching Home Economics, Betty Robertson’s knitting shop, Vera 
McIntyre’s travels in Mexico (fascinated by bull fighting and gay senores), Jack Dinnerman (I mean Archi- 
bald Casanova), an idol of matinee, Jack Rhodes, an authority on coiffures, Annie Laurie, a local pharm- 
acist, Kathryn Hendricks, singing hymns over the radio, and ever so much more! At a nearby table sat 
Men-of-Leisure Edward Bright and Alan Heyward trying to look wise over glasses of champagne.

And Miss Smith, dear old 
class mother, was made such a nervous wreck by the little wretches at high school that she had to go to 
Southern France to bask in the sun and to regain her health. She, affected by the mirage created by the 
Provencal sun, was so charmed and lured by life of imagination and exaggeration and in which the ideal 
comes true, that she refused to return. Rurolph Brushwood, in a heat of inventive inspiration, made an ultra- 
modern balloon; but, alas, at its first trial, the thing rushed up into space, disappeared from sight and as far 
as is known today, Ruddy is still sailing around in atmosphere, and his policy of “Rise and Shine” came true.
